COMPACTLY ARRANGED to insure intimacy of 
exhibits with mass attendance, America's Exposi¬ 
tion—1935 has on its north the Taos Pueblo, exact 
replica of the original homes of Southwestern 
Indians. Moving southward along the flag-banked 
Avenue of Nations, we enter the amusement zone, 
2,400 feet long and 350 feet wide, presenting con¬ 
trolled design of architecture and theme, and clean, 
wholesome attractions, and terminating in the Vil¬ 
lages of the World, in itself a miniature globe- 
circling tour. 

From the Villages we pass the famed Zoological 
gardens, the Palace of Photography, the Palace of 
Natural History, and enter the enchanting Avenue 
of the Palaces, main artery of the exhibition area. 
More than 2.000 feet long, bordered by beautiful 
palms, trees, shrubbery and flowers of every de¬ 
scription, this thoroughfare is lined with permanent 
exhibit palaces of inspiring Spanish Renaissance 
architecture. From the Palace of Natural History, 
past the Palace of Foods and Beverages, the Palace 
of Better Housing. Cafe of the World and the House 
of Hospitality, we reach the Plaza del Pacifico . . . 
heart of the Exposition grounds. To the west from 
this point the Avenue of the Palaces extends to 
famed Cabrillo Bridge, nearly 200 feet high, one of 
the approaches to the Exposition. On the right and 
left, respectively, are the Palace of Science and the 
Palace of Children. From the Plaza to the south a 
wide lawn separates the buildings containing ex¬ 
hibits of the State of California and its cities and 
counties, while at the end of this garden spot, the 
imposing Spreckels outdoor organ stands before a 
seating area accommodating 3500 persons. 

Two winding thoroughfares lead from the organ 
to the House of Pacific Relations and the Exposi¬ 
tion Palisades. In this vicinity are compactly 
grouped the Palace of Electricity and Varied In¬ 
dustries, Palace of Travel and Transportation, Pal¬ 
ace of Education. Palace of Women. Foreign ex¬ 
hibits and others. The automotive industry will 
group its major exhibits at this point. From one end 
of the Exposition to the other, through all its natural 
and architectural beauty, the spectator's 
interest is constantly aroused.
